Be Dedicated Tomorrow, oy 30 


SUPPLIED WITH 
NATURAL GAO 


Announcement was made this 
week by H. C. McAllister, man- 
ager, that the Southern California 
Gas Company of San Bernardino 





‘and Riverside counties, will at 


once supply the towns of Cuca- 
monga and Alta Loma with natu- 
ral gas. 

Work on the project has already 
been started. The line along 
which the mains are to be laid 
is now being surveyéd and a por- 
tion of the pipe is on the ground 
and is being welded. This exten- 
sion of the Southern California 
Gas Company will make natural 
gas available to approximately two 
hundred and fifty families. 

The main line will run north on 
Archibald avenue from Guasti. 
From this, distributing lines will 
carry the gas through the two 
towns, and west on Base Line to 
the Cucamonga Water Company 
pumps. It is estimated that ap- 
proximately 14 miles of mains and 
laterals will be laid when the sys- 
tem is ultimately completed. 


Work will _be pushed to comple- 
tion in the shortest possible time, 
and representatives of the gas 
company state that gas will prob- 
ably be turned into the main line 
in about 30 days. 

A four inch high pressure main 
is to be laid through Cucamonga, 
which is equivalent to an eight 
inch low pressure main. It is 
stated that this main would be 
capable of supplying gas to a 
total population of 10,000 or more. 

This extension of the lines ‘of 
the Southern California Gas Com- 
pany is being financed im part 
by the sale of six per cent pre- 
ferred stock of their company in

It is quite apparent to everyone 
who has followed the fight against 
Governor Richardson that the at- 
tack on the Governor appearing 
in a late edition of the morning 
San Francisco Examiner is the 
opening gun in the campaign of 
the Johnson forces to elect a 
Legislature unfavorable to the 
Administration.

A BALLOON RAILROAD 
Balloon power is to be used on 
a uniaue railroad in Bavaria to 
haul cars to the summit of a 
mountain peak. The big bag, fast- 
ened to a small passenger car, 
is 66 feet in diameter, and has 


a lifting power of 10,560 pounds. } public. 


The car will run on a single T- 
shaped rail, which is anchored to 
the ground. By allowing 3,300 
pounds for passengers and crew 
and 4,020 pounds for the balloon, 
ropes and car, a margin of 2,640 
pounds is left in favor of the 
gas-bag “engine,” so that it will 
not be ‘stalled on the upward 
climb. In descending, gravity is 
the only force required and water 
ballast provides. the necessary 
extra weight to make the down 
grade.—Popular Mechanics Mag-

The Conquest of Waste. Places 

N OLD days there was much irrigation. The people 
brought water to dry places and forthwith grains, 
grasses and fruits grew. All over the world in what 
are deserts now, ruins of conduits and reservoirs are 
Our ancient Indian irrigated in the Southwest and 
their kin did so in Mexico and on the western slopes of the 
Andes. So in Africa, in Mespotamia, and in the Gobi desert. 

In recent years in this country many an arid waste has 
been made to bloom, and the work is as yet in its infancy. 
Australia, which is nearly equal to this country in area, is, 
except on the sea fringes, a vast dry desert. The Australians 
begin to seek for water. They will try to impound the waste 
of water in torrential seasons and they seek beneath the sand 
for supplies from wells. 

This country sent four million strong men towards death in 
the late war. If one of fifty of this number, two per cent 
only, eighty thousand, supplied with tools and materials, were 
permanently engaged in reclaiming waste places, what could 
And if great Australia, which sent 362,000 
volunteers into the field in the same war, would send ten 
per cent of that number into reclamation work and keep them 
in that service for ten years, they might win a great victory 
over the desert. Certainly they would conquer much of it 
and make it of beneficial service to mankind. 

It almost seems as if in old days mankind preferred to 
irrigate arid lands than to raise crops in more favored spots, 
where after all they would have had to depend on the in- 
constant skies. Be that as it may, the coming years will see, 
in a hundred places in the world now dry and desolate, 
blooming gardens and fruitful fields. 

The amount of water earried from the land by thousands 
of rivers is far more than is needed to irrigate all deserts 
whose soil is productive when water is applied. This water 
will be impounded in inland reservoirs and distributed in 
great tunnels over vast areas. The people will begin a glor- 
ious battle against the deserts and they will win ‘victories 
before which the victories of common warfare, will stand 
bloody and ashamed.—Hemet News. yer ae

Preserving Bird Life 
N spite of the fact that, largely as a result of education 
on the subject in the public schools, the boys of the 
present day do not rob bird nests and kill birds wanton- 
ly in any such numbers as the boys of only a generation 
ago did, there is a noticeable decline in bird life wherever 
population increases, including birds the majority of people 
are pleased to see around their homes. Some forms of bird 
life have practically disappeared, especially such as have been 
classed as game birds. Among those which have gone is 
the passenger pigeon, which during pioneer years in the 
Mississippi valley darkened the sky in its flights from north 
to south. It is asserted by orthithologists, that not a single 
specimen of that pigeon is still in existence. The prairie 
chicken, once in countless.numbers in the states that now con- 
stitute the great corn and wheat belts, is almost exterminated, 
in spite of the protection given it by the game laws. The 
grouse, the woodcock, the bob white quail and even the Cali- 
fornia tufted quail, in spite of its wide stretch of mountains 
for refuge, are thinning in numbers, while the dove, also 
classed as a game bird and hunted, is disappearing. Even 
the sweet-throated meadowlark, the redheaded woodpecker, 
the redwinged blackbird an a long list of others, are losing 
ground under the advance of civilization. 

What this will mean in time is shown by a recent item 
of news from England, to the effect that a bird haven near 
London 19 acres in area is protecting native bird life in that 
country from extinction. When we visualize how little pro- 
tection such a small area could give to birds, “we may get 
some idea of how far the disappearance of birds has progress- 
ed in England. We boast many much larger bird refuges in 
this country, and yet we feel that we are not making all the 
provision we should for preserving the many varieties of birds 
which go to make life enjoyable and which also contribute 
their share to the protection of crops. Had the habit of 
shooting birds indiscriminately which obtained half a century 
ago been continued, we would not now have even so much 
of the original bird life of the country remaining as we have. 
Again it is meet to express thanks to the educational influence 
of the public schools in this matter.

Tested Recipes 


Pickled vegetables are very 
convenient to add to salads in 
the winter. Of course, each veg- 
etable must be pickled in its sea- 
son. If this is carefully done, the 
vegetables keep well. Many of 
the varieties you will obtain in 
this way cannot often be pur 
chased in the shops. Be sure 
before the pickling begins that all 
your seasonings and spices are 
fresh. If the vinegar is the least 
bit cloudy, strain it through a 
damp piece of cheese-cloth. Only 
porcelain-lined pots should be 
used for  pickle-making. Have 
jars, fresh new rubbers and labels 
in readiness. 

Pickled Cauliflower 

Select three large heads of caul- 
iflower and separate them into 
flowerettes. Rinse them in cold 
water, drain them, then spread 
them on dishes and sprinkle with 
salt. Let.them stand six hours. 
Put a large spice-bag filled with 
cloves, broken cinnamon sticks, 
pepper-corns, a small piece of 
green ginger root, a blade of 
mace and half a bay leaf into 
two quarts of vinegar and boil it 
gently for ah alf hour. Drain the 
cauliflower well from the salt 
and pack it in a crock, then pour 
the vinegar mixture over it. Store 
it in a’ cool, dry place and in 
three or four weeks it will be 
ready for use. 


Sweet Pickled Beets 

Select even-sized young beets 
and boil them as usual until they 
are tender, then skin them under 
cold water, trim them and set 
them aside. Put into the pre- 
serve kettle three pints of vine- 
gar and a pint and a half of 
sugar. Add a generous spice-bag 
and let the mixture boil for 20 
minutes. Skim it, then add the 
beets and cook the mass until it 
is reheated. Put the beets into 
jars, pour the hot syrup over 
them and seal them. 


Pickled Red Peppers 

Select sweet peppers just as 
they are turning red. Remove the 
seed cones and stems, place them 
in a jar and sprinkle them with 
salt, allspice and mace. Boil 
enough vinegar to cover them, 
then turn it over the peppers. 
When the mixture is cold, cover 
the jars tightly with parchment 
paper and store them in a cool 
place. The peppers will be ready 
for use in four weeks. They are 
valuable for use in winter salads. 


Apple Chutney 

Pare, core and slice two and a 
half pounds of tart apples and 
place them in the kettle with a 
pint of vinegar and a pound of 
brown sugar. Cook the apples 
until they are reduced to a pulp, 
then add three-quarters of a 
pound of seeded raisins, two 
ounces of salt, a half ounce of 
mustard seed, a half ounce of 
ground ginger, a quarter ounce of 
peeled and minced garlic and a 
half teaspoonful of cayenne pep 
per. Mix these ingredients well, 
then cover and stir them daily 
thoroughly for one week. Then 
place them in jars or bottles, 
cover and cork them and store 
them in a cool place. 


Save Food From Dust 


Warm food which is put aside 
to cool should not be exposed to 
dust and _ insects. Satisfactory 
covers may be made from em- 
broidery hoops of different sizes. 
Over these hoops stretch two 
thicknesses of cheesecloth. It is 
a very simple matter to remove 
the cheese-cloth and replace it 
with fresh materials. Keep sev- 
eral sizes of hoops in the table 
drawer. 


Save Old Raincoats 


Do not throw away the old rain- 
coat. Rip the coat, wash it and 
then make it into a large apron 
for washday, cases for sponges 
and brushes or a cover to tie 
over the laundry-basket. 


Coin-Bags From Ties 


Crocheted neckties for which 
the man of the house has no fur- 
ther use can be made into at- 
tractive little coin and handker- 
chief bags for children to carry 
to school. Using the larger ends 
of the crocheted necktie, open the 
seam and whip or crochet the 
two sides of each and the bottoms 
together. Make a small hem at 
the top and through this draw a 
silk cord. Children are delighted 
with these attractive little coin- 
bags. 


Save Cookie-Cutting 
The slow job of rolling and 
cutting cookies may be greatly 
simplified. Roll the dough into 
a long cylinder the ends of which 
are the size desired for the 
cookies. Place this in the re 
frigerated, leaving it until it be- 
comes cold and firm; then slice 
the mixture with a sharp knife 
very quickly. Cookies made in 
this way are excellent and re 

quire little time to make.

The canyon is the keynote of 
the project, for grades on the 
Rim of the World Drive from 
Crestine to Big Bear Lake can 
easily be reduced.’’ 

At present the surveying 
party, composed of seven mem- 
bers of the commission, is lo- 
cated at a camp near the com- 
mission’s maintenance house in 
Waterman Canyon.

HERE THIS WEEK 


Traffic men of the Pacific Elec- 
tric are expected here either to- 
day or tomorrow to go over the 
jroute for city bus service as pro- 
|posed by the Upland News. 

Many residents of San Antonio 
Heights are wondering why ‘the 
Upland News did not include in 
its proposed route, service over 
San Antonio Heights. The rea- 
son for this was that The News 
simply suggested the route over 
which the city council of Upland 
has authority, and as the city 
council has no authority over San 
Antonio Heights which is outside 
the city limits, service in that 
section was not suggested. 


Several months ago the Rail- 
road Commission, under whose 
supervision all passenger carrying 
lines operate outside of cities, 
recommended that the Pacific 
Electric abandon the San Antonio 
Whether or nos the 
in 
connection with city bus lines 
Service over San Antonio Heights 
is‘not known here, but traffic men 
of the Pacific Electric are prob- 
ably familiar with the regulations 
and can give the desired informa- 
tion. With the order for curtail- 
ment on the use of electricity and 





to Twenty-fourth Street the Paci- 
fic Electric discontinued service 
from Twenty-fourth street to San 
Antonio Park and whether they 
can re-establish service or part 
service without first receiving an 
order from the Railroad Commis- 
sion is not certain. 


The route as proposed by The 
News and which can be made an 
hourly service is as follows: 

From the Pacific Electric sta- 
tion south on Euclid to Ninth 
Street; east on Ninth Street to 
the city limits; return west on 
Ninth Street to Ninth Avenue; 
north on Ninth Avenue to Tenth 
Street; west on Tenth Street to 
Campus Avenue; north on Campus 
to Twelfth Street; west on Twel- 
fth Street to Second Avenue; 
south on Second Avenue to C 
Street; west on C Street to Euc- 
lid Avenue; north on Euclid Ave- 
nue to Twenty-fourth Street, south 
on Euclid Avenue to the Pacifte 
Electric Station. 


Several readers have suggested 
that if included in the route could 
be service up Euclid Avenue to 
Twenty-fifth Street or where the 
Pacific Electric crosses the road- 
way leading to Dawson’s Hill, that 
this would give to residents of 
San Antonio Heights much better 
service than to the city linfits at 
Twenty-fourth Street only. The 
idea will be presented to Pacific 
Electric men when they investi- 
gate the bus service here. 

It is doubtful if hourly trips 
could be made covering the down- 
town residential section and run 
through to San Antonio Park and 
return. The News suggests hour- 
ly service because of the success 
of such service in residential sec- 
tions of other cities. Patrons of 
the line soon learn at what time 
each hour the bus passes and in 
a few days they become regular 
patrons.

AUTOMOBILES NO 
LONGER A LUXURY 


Automobiles have come to be 
regarded as important in the 
minds of the people as new 
homes and building and loan 
stock, according to tabulations 
just. received by the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

These are compiled on a na- 
tional basis and are from the 
residence building files by the 
F, W. Dodge company and the 
motor vehicle production by 
the National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The com- 
parisons show that the curves 
of increase in both types of 
investment are virtually paral- 
lel for the past three years. It 
is found further that the in- 
crease in building and loan 
associations assets climbed 
from less than two billion dol- 
lars in 1919 to more than three 
billion in 1923, and the figures 
for motor vehicle sales in the 
same period were very similar. 

Bringing these figures to 
the state of California alone, 
where the increase of automo- 
biles in 1923 over 1922 was 
28.8 per cent, it means that 
new homes were increased in 
this ratio, as also were build- 
ing and loan investments. 

Hard-headed statisticians are 
pointing out these facts as 
proving conclusively that the 
automobile is no longer a lux- 
ury but is regarded in the 
same class as new homes and 
building and loan securities.

Several readers, who contemplate home 
building in the very near future, have 
recently written in, asking for some in- 
formation whereby they may safe-guard 
their interests in placing the contracts 
for their building. 3 

We find that the Building Material 
Dealers’ Credit association has issued a 
small folder giving some valuable in- 
formation along this line for the com- 
bined benefit of the owners, the ‘con- 
tractors and the material dealers. 

This association offers, in brief, seven 
suggestions which will make for satis- 
faction in the construction of a house, 
and protect all persons interested in its 
building. They are as follows: 


1. Investigate thoroughly your con- 
tractor’s reputation and financial stand- 
ing. 

2. Have the contract and specifica- 
tions in writing. 

3. Finance your building project com- 
pletely before beginning work. 

4. Record your building contract. 

5. Insure your building in full against 
fire during the construction period. 

6. As you pay your contractor, have 
him furnish you “with receipted bills 
(showing the address of your job) from 
every material dealer, also from sub- 
contractors and from the dealers who 
supplv sub-contractors’ materials. 

7. File a notice of completion. 

Acfaithful observance of these sugges- 
‘tions will obviate any loss to the owner 
of the house through the mechanics lien 
law, which holds the property (not the 
contractor or builder) responsible for 
labor and construction material used in 
the house. This law makes it urgent that 
owners deal with reputable, high-class 
contractors, because such bills can he 
filed against the property. They con- 
stitute a lien and can be foreclosed the 
same as a mortgage if the bills have not 
been paid by the contractor, even though

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Home Builders Will Find the Following Rules, Given by the Building Material 
Dealers’ Credit Association, of Great Value When Followed

the owner of the house has previously 
paid the contractor in full. 


The law provides that the owner of a 
house may demand from a contractor a 
bond for faithful performance of the 
contract, which means satisfactory com- 
pletion at the contract price, according 
to plans and specifications, and for the 
full payment of any mechanics’ liens 
which may lawfully be held against the 
property. 

Where contractors provide such 4 
surety bond the home builder is caution- 
ed against making any payments ahead 
of time, or violating the contract or hond 
in any way without written permission 
of the bond surety. 

Terms of payment in building con- 
tracts are usually arranged on the fol- 
lowing basis: 

The first 20 per cent when the first 
floor joists are in place and rough lum- 
ber is on the job. The second 20 per cent 
when the roof is on. The third 20 per 
cent when the building is plastered. The 
fourth 20 per cent when the building is 
completed. The fifth 20 per cent after 
the time has elapsed for filing mechanics’ 
liens. 

Within 10 days after the work has 
been completed, according to complete 
understanding between the owner and 
the contractor, a regular form of “notice 
of completion” should be filed in the of- 
fice of the county recorder. If this notice 
is filed, 90 days are allowed for the filing 
of liens by material men, laborers or sub- 
contractors. If the notice of completion 
is not filed 90 davs are allowed for the 
filing of liens. Completion dates from 
the date of the last work done. 

These are all simple things to do, but 
doing them will save the home owner 
from worry and loss after.the house is 
completed and will leave him free to 
fully enjoy the greatest blessing man 
has ever known—his own home.
